Pick­ 
ard received slight burns to his 
left hand. 
The right w*ing of the 
plane caught fire from 
a 
trolley 
wire, against which it fell and was 
burned. 
The fire departments re­ 
sponded to an alarm but the blaze 
was extinguished 
with 
chemicals 
carried on the machine before the 
fire 
trucks 
arrived. 
The 
dam­ 
age 
will 
amount 
to 
*1.000 
or 
more. 
The motor was not damag­ 
ed. nor was the fuselage wrecked. 
The propeller was damaged slight­ 
ly. 
The plane is owned by the La- 
Fayette 
Airplane 
company, 
at 
Higginsville, which purchased the 
aircraft from the Hiatt Motor com­ 
pany of Kansas City. 
Mr. Pick ­ 
ard was bringing it to Higginsville 
for air flights tomorrow. Ju ly 4th. 
Just previous to being wrecked, 
Pickard had

flight from Kansas City, carrying 
an Edison phonograph, which he 
delivered here to H. M. Hinde. of 
The Music Shop, which is being 
opened in Sedalia.

Judge Arba S. Van Yalken- 
hurgh, of the federal court yester­ 
day handed down an opinion declar 
ling the law constitutional and re 
i fusing the application of the attor 
ne.v general to have Ray P 
Hoi 
land. United States game warden, 
and his deputies from enforcing the 
law against sportsmen. 
The attorney general announced 
when he filed suit several months 
ago that he intended to carry the 
case to tho United States supreme 
court, if defeated 
in 
the 
lower 
courts. 
He maintained the law is 
an infringement on the state’s po­ 
lice powers and is in violation of 
‘he federal constitution. 
Francis M. Wilson. United States 
district 
attorney, 
conducted
